Memo. 
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No. 1. 
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It goes on to say, 

“ We have continued to supply you with the great stock, in reguard 
you write you have opertunity to make great investments, and our de¬ 
sires to have a full trade canned on at your port, Mesulapatam, and the 
Bay, in the commodities hereafter mencioned, and in reguard ye Dutch 
do so fully fall in with the Calicoe trade that they had the last year 
50,000 pieces of Long cloth, the French also putting hard for the trade 
and the Danes and Portugals viewing theirs, so that for us to bring a 
srnal quantity, and sell it dear, would be but to hold the candle to 
them.” 

The despatch of 4 Factor at £25 each per annum, and 7 writers 
at £10 each per annum, is notified, after instructions have been given 
lor the loading of the return cargoes. One factor and one writer, whe 
are 4< well skilled in silk, are designed for Cassambazar, another factoi 
“ being bred a Goldsmith, and having skill in jewells and assaying o 
Gold, ” is intended for “ your place ” (Fort St. George). 

They raise the salaries of two persons to £20 per annum, as encour¬ 
agement for industry, and direct that “ if any of our factors or writers 
shall exceed the others in industry, ability, and faithfulness, then we 
leave it to you to prefer them according to their deservings, for we 
would have merit, as well as course, to be the grounds of succession to 
plants °f preferment that are vacant, only be careful nut to be mis- 
byassed by favour or affection to prefer one before another without due 
desert, that no i; may encoura" * diligence and failhfulness in all, and 
those who shall remain still in their old form, may be well convict that 
they have no wrong done them.” 

They desire that Dungarees may be supplied hence if possihl 
“ they were not procurable on tfo>. coast of India , by reason of the' 
disturbance by Sevagae,” and that 50 tons of saltpetre " as good as 
can be procured ” be despatched to them, ‘ r either from your Fort, or 
Mesulapatam. 1 ’ 

They mention that they had allowed several of “ our Nation” to con¬ 
tinue and trade in India <<ri certain conditions not to interfere with 
the Oompy.’s trade, which they having violated, orders appear to be 
give:: for sending them to England, but tlm letter is here imperfect. 

Referring to former orders lor despatch of any “ r&ritien of Beasts,

Referring to permission formerly given that “ when our Factors 
return, they may bring home their estates in the commodities therein 
mencioned,” which permission had been abused by ^sending excessive 
quantities “on our tonnage or ordinary freight/’ contrary to the terms of 
the said Indulgence, they fix the amount of tonnage to be given 
as follows:— 


Presidents and Agents at Surat, FortSt. George, and Bantam, 5 Tonus. 
Chiofes at Persia, the Bay, Mcsulapatam, and Macassar, Deputy at 
Bombay, and seconds at Surat, Fort St. George, and Bantam, b 1 onus. 
All others of Counceil at or belonging to the said places... 2 Tonus. 

All other factors not being of Counceil . 1 Tonns. 

Five per cent, of the tonnage room of each ship appears to have been 
allowed for the private venture of the Commander and Seamen, and 
cave is required that this be not exceeded. 

They direct that Mr. Cholmcly, their Agent in the Diamond ti ale 
at Golcondah, bo admonished to “ forbear any such practise as private 
trade, anfl to behave himself in all otlior respect as bccomoth him, 
according to wliat was engaged on bis behalf, and if lie shall not v < form, 
then send him for England,” and that a list of all English persons “ not 
inour sorviceremairungwithinyour agency , showing their employments, 
and with your opinion wherein they act lo our prejudice,'* be despatched 
“ that we may give order concerning them as ye the case requires ” 
They require a list of all printed books at “ the Fort or Mesulapa- 
tam,” “ for when we send out a Minister he makes it bis request to bo 
furnished with several books, and therefore that we may nut provide 
those which you have already, send us a list of what you have.” 

They desire that one John Morrice, whom, at the desire of Mr. .Tames 
Hnwnsell, they have entertained in soldier’s pay, “ the chief end whereof 
is that ho might attend upon him,” be appointed accordingly. 

They desire that a “ trial be made for your procuring of 100 <»r 
Candy" of a certain kind of pepper of which they have he; rd, “ pr - v ; h d 
it be not of the o all sorb of Popper, and that it may m t xoced 
20 Pagodas per Candy, and not lmdd debts made ;”—that at. ^umt. so 
lu-re anil at Mcsulapatam, “all Diamonds, 1 ’’carles. JewvHs, .dusko 
Beazor &«!., ( u cording t,> Turner loiters) that is -out to Kn.' and. on

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They notify the engagement of 2 apprentices for 7 years, who are 
each to be allowed £5, to buy them clothes. 

John Field, whose salary was last year settled at £20 per annum, is, 
we are informed, a person deserves some enlargement f< both on account 
of his long service and of his industry.” 

u Give us an account of his abilities, and then we shall doe therein 
as we shall see cause.” 

And so desiring the Almighty to direct and keep you, we remain 
your very loving friends.”

To our chlefe and factors at Mosul npatarn. 

Doping that Mr. Mohune has arrived and that Mr. Jearsy has been 
called to account and made satisfaction for what of our property came 
to his hands and what damages we have sustained by him. That you 
attend to our instructions to promote sale of our goods, and to procure 
K a vent for English manufactures,* that you are not making or continu¬ 
ing any new disturbance concerning place and precedency, but observe 
our orders, and that you speedily dispatch our ships from your port. 
Detailed instruction^ will he furnished to yon from our Agent and 
Councel at Fort St. Georg.- regarding the investment,.

T1\e objections are raised by Hump. Edwin, Auditor, apparently in 
England, and the paper is dated February 22nd, 1670-71. It ^ r as 
received 20th August 1671, and from its general tenor it may be inferred 
that Mr. Blake had abused his official opportunities, and carried on 
private trade at the Company’s expense. 

It incidentally appears that an annual payment of “ Rupees 3,000 to 
the Governor of Huglily, or rather the King of India,” was extorted on 
account of the Hughly factory. 

This paper is curious, but not of any public importance. It is the 
original document, and in good order. 




Is copy of Company’s letter to our Agent and Councel at Fort No. 5. 

* St. George,” dated “ London, the Stli January 1674,” disposing of a 
claim raised by one “ Verona,” regarding a sum of 0,175 Pagodas, 
which had, apparently, been disallowed in 1663, during the time of Sir 
Edward Winter. It incidentally shows that “ Tymona and Verona” had 
defrauded the Company, to a largo extent, said to be 200,000 Pagodas, 
taking advantage “of the rawmaaof tin' Company’s factors ’ in matters 
< >f trade. That ‘‘ Tymona had been imprisoned; that he offered Mr. Jerimy 
Sambrooke, in 1665, 5,000 Pagodas per annum to release him, and help 
him to his employment again : that he and “Verona ” were Sir Edward's 
great instruments, and “gave great piscaches for the betraying the 
Fort ” to him, and that <f Tymona ” was re-admitted into the service, 
but that the demand was not renewed ’til after his death, and then by 
“Verona” only, “ Anno 1669, a year after ye rendition of the Fort.” 

The copy appears to be incomplete.

Direct the immediate dismissal of Mr. Mokune 
and enquiry into his counter charges against Messrs. Mainwaring and 
Chamberlain of complicity with him, and generally into the conduct of 
our factors at Mechlipatam, who are said to drive a great trade in 
(.alicoes to the South sea and other places, “ contrary to our express 
orders and their covenants.” Trust “ Mr. Ruckle, whom we sent by 
last year s ships to that end,” may have .already made this enquiry. 

If selling them cheap will “ augment the vent of our wollen manu- 
facturs,” we give you liberty therein.” 

Require more attention to be paid to former orders regarding the 
estates of deceased persons, and that copies of their wills and inven- 
tones be regularly forwarded. 

That the practise of giving Company’s Soldiers their discharge in 
..i-n their enlistment in England is only a pretence to got out 
tli.u -, be <li ••our.igtid by all means. Those already so discharged to be 
Htuit home. 

Approve ol John Nick’s appointment to ho Secretary.

Regarding the death of one Hugo Podax at Cassam bazar (appar¬ 
ently from ill usage to extort payment of a debt) and directing strict 
enquiry. 

Lay down rules regarding contracts for goods. When the Calicoes 
are brought to the Company’s Warehouse in fulfilment of contract, three 
of the Councel, including the Agent, or Chiefej or Warehouse keeper, to 
be present, and to compare the goods with the sample, and to fix the price 
to be entered in the books, and tho Factors and Writers to be present 
as far as possible to gain knowledge. 

c< His Majesty has desired us to procure him every year some spot¬ 
ted Deer, but now desires most Does, of which procure some if\vu can.” 

Notify the appointment of Mr. W. Puckle to bo Chief at Masuli- 
patam, and his salary to be .£100 per annum, and Mr. Arnold to be one of 
his Councol. In case of his death (which God forbid^ tho Government’ 
to appoint his successor. 

(e In regard of the great inconvenience we have found of having near 
relations in one place, wo do order his (Mr. Puckles) son bo not permitted 
to remain with him,” hut to be. sent to the Fort, or Bay, as a writer. 

Inconvenience having resulted from valuing the Pagoda at 8 shillings 
and the Rupee at 2*. 6<L order that in future in account the Pagoda be 
valued at 9 shillings, and the Rupee at 2s. 8 d., but the Soldier:; to receive 
as many Fanams per Pagoda as of old, and - o.s/ transact ions not to 
be effected by the order—merely accounts. 

Mr. Bezaliel Sherman appointed as a Surgeon, and notice given of 
certain ladies allowed to go out. 

Have sent the 2nd part of Dr. Humond’s work as, a ml tho 1th 
volume of Mr. Pool’s synopsis to be added to our library, there v linv 
Mr. Parley is stationed). 

Notify despatch of goods, and give direction ihr the invest- 

m. at of goods for England. 

“Take special care that our ship' are despatched from yr e T tho 
farthest l»j ] y limit* tod in C barter pai ty, that they m;*y nut bowird the 
lnss of the M ^r.sooiics, and subject us to four mouths demurrag. which 
\ve are liable to. should you keep them u day longer, <r and give the 
Gomujn.it lei’ M*dert« hv r lup.ihy, and their - 1 ops always ui a p< ■- ujuc 
of defence, for tho’ we are at ponce now, we ku »\v not- what 
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we may have before their return; and at their arrival at St. Helena, to 
joyne with the other ships they shall meet there and put themselves 
into squadron, according to our instructions.” 


Require more care in despatch of goods to Bantam for sale at the 
Agency, or Factory there, it being at present a losing concern, as the 
Moors and the Danes and others undersell us, and boast of gain, “and 
we can’t conceive any reason for this, unless you price your goods high,” 
to discourage us from that trade which we are informed some of our 
servants at your Agency and at Bantam do so eagerly pursue, and 
which we require you to prevent for the future.” 

In consideration of the great trust reposed in those employed in the 
Choultry and Mint, and that have the command of the boats to bring 
goods to and from the ships, require them to enter into covenants, to 
render true and just accounts, and to make oath of such accounts, so 
often as you shall require it. 

^ We hear that our servants and others at the Fort and subordinate 
factories do use to be married, buried, and cause their children to he 
baptised by Romish priests, “which we look upon as a thing so scan¬ 
dalous to the Professors of the reformed Religion, that we cannot but 
disallow of all such practices, and therefore we do order that you do 
prohibit the same in all our factories, and if after this, any shall dare to 
do the like, licit you cause them to be sent home by the first ships 
and ' if their an} married th< do not educate their children 

in the I rotestant Religion, let them likewise be sen* lioioeP 

1° improve the colours of our Taffetas we have sent out Thomas 
Road, a Dyer at a salary of £30 per annum, and £20 per annum gra¬ 
tuity, if lie gives us satisfaction. 


We send a note from our Auditor of several errors in, and objec¬ 
tions to y«»ur accounts, and require your answer. 

We have appointed Mr. Streinsham Master to be second in Council 
from his arrival, and to succeed as Agent in January IO 77 (our style), in 
Cii. e Sir "VV . Langhorne shall choose to stay so long, a ud meanwhile to go 
(o Masulipatam and the Bay, with Home of our factors (not Councillors), 
and 4 or 5 soldiers for an escort, and to settle matters there, and to have 
#300 per annum, salary, till he succeeds to the Agency, and then the same 
.salary and gratuity as Sir W . Langhorne now h - Lb, and to have any one 
of our Houldiers that he shall choose to wait on him as a sewing man, ami 
<»uc Nathaniel W ludthain, a write! at £10 por annum, who accompanies 
1dm, to be employed by him in his par ticular affairs when he slial Iso direct. 
Mr. Master lias been ordered to introduce the Surat method of account 
MubulipatoxH and the Bay, where their accounts are in disorder, and 
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acquaint you with that method, which you will adopt if better than 
your present system, and in future you will cause our books to be 
balanced in the months of March and April. 

In modification of former orders, and to obviate inconvenience, we 
now permit our Agent and Councel to suspend from our service, pend¬ 
ing our decision on hisca.se, any of our Council who shall, “ by reason 
of unfaithfulness or other great misdemeanour, become so obnoxious 
that it shall neither be safe or honourable for us. that he he continued 
in that employment. The charge and proofes, with his answer, are to 
be sent to us, hut the Subordinate factories are to give you an account 


and expect your orders before they suspend any. ’ 

Institute the grades of Apprentices, Writers, Factors, Merchants, 
and Senior Merchants, “knowing that a distinction of title is in many 
respects necessary.” 

Our Apprentices in future, after {> years’ have JBIG per 

annum for the next 2 years, and then to be promoted to Writers and 
at Writers salary, and! having served one year as Writer to b < mo 
Factors after 8 years* service instead of 10 years, as hitherto* 

No English except those of our se rvice are to be allowed to buy land, 
or houses, or to build houses, except it be at our own town of Madras- 
sapatam, and if any, notwithstanding this order, shall do so, end them 
home. 

Take care that our factors, both married and unmarried, live in 
future in our houses, and not in particular houses of their own ; and 
that the married persons be allowed for their diet according to our 
former orders, and if uur houses have not convenicucy to rcccivo all, 
give orders for their enlargement, but withu'i be frugal in this mattt r. 

To promote good correspondence between Masulipatam, the Bay, 
and yourselves and to keep them in due subordination, wo have 
ordered them at the Bay to send you copies of their particular accounts 
to us of our affairs, that you may give them and us your opinion how 
far what they advise may be for our advantage. »Send a like mder 
to them at Masulipatam. 

“ The Fort, aud Town of Madraasapatam being made over to us by 
“ tlic King of Goleunlah, wc would have you consider wbelhcr vo 
“ havu not a right to a quit-rent for the houses iu the i own, and what 
other improvement may be made by virtu of thaf giant. But 
herein to) - very cautious of’raising any disorder or di ^content among 
“ the inhabitants, or to cause the King Of Goleunduh to augment tin 
“ rent, upon us,” •

All others are to pay 30a. per ton freight from the Fort or 
Masulipatam to the Bay, and £3 per ton on the return trip. 

And we have permitted Mr. Master to send home yearly 2 tons of 
goods on our Tonnage, of goods not prohibited, and to be consigned 
to us, and this principally in the hope that he may find out some sorts 
of goods proper for this Markett which are as yet unknown to us. 

How have the “ Cathechizes ” and Bibles we sent for distribution 
amongst the youth and the Soldiers been disposed of, and do you 
require more? If so, wc will send them. 

Instructions concerning farms of places from the King of Golcundah. 

Liberty given to our Agent, Factors, and servants at Fort St. George, 
and those under that agency, to trade in any commodities to and from 
the Fort, and any places in the East Indies to the Northward of the 
equator, except Tonqueene and Formosa. 

Order the chief and Council at the Bay to organise a special body of 
Pilots trained to the work, and not to be employed in any mercantile 
a lfairs, that thereby the Company’s shipping may safely be earned up 
the Itiver Ganges.

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is correcting any other lor his misdemeanours, either by unfitting 
or actions, thereby to stay the chastisement due unto the delinquent, 
he hall for the first fault, stand a whole day as usually accustomed 
in arines; but being found so to offend againe, for every time from tin 
date after, shall ride the horse three houres. The like punishment h 
those that will not obey their Officers when they command them tc 
pass upon their duty. 

10. That when the Governour, &c., shall go on board, or abroade on 
horsebacke or in pallenkeen, it is thought tit, in respect of the small 
number of people, that not a man shall stir out of the Fort until the 
Governour returns home ; upon penalty of half a rial! of eight for the 
Merchant and Officer, and a daye’s sentinell in armes to the Private 
souldier. 

11. We doe expressly forbid all swaring, cursing, banning, or blas¬ 
pheming the sacred name of Almighty God and whoso shall be found 
faulty therein, shall paye foure famiams each time ; which course 
working no reformation in him, shall be sent for his country by the 
first shipp. 

12. Wee moreover forbid any Factor, Writer, or Souldier, or any 
whomsoever under our command, to keep any woman for his beastly 
lust and carnal use; and if from henceforth any such shall be known 
to be in the Towne,the women to be turned out ofTowne and whipt, 
and the man to receive oondigne punishment for entertaining and keep¬ 
ing her company. 

13. No souldier is to dispute or contradict any order or command 
that he shall receive from Ins superior Officer, upon ibrfituro of all his 
wages : unless it can be proved that the said order is absolutely destruc¬ 
tive to the Civ ell government m id sjijfty of the Company's Servants 
and Olfh ers in this place. 

I k No person of what quality soewr within the Fort, being within 
call, shall after l ine of the clocko at night pass the guard or sentinell 
without giving account i.o thorn about what he is goeing ; which reiiis. 
ing to doe, shall be kept upon the guard till morning to answer his 
contempt before the Governor and Council. 

15. For the better maintaining <»t gond order in this Garrison, if the 
Captain, the Loiftenant, or any otlu r Officer shall heave or certainly be 
informal, if any under thoiro, command gives his follow.; the lye, 
v. 1 rp by to breed occasion i>1 qimmdl, being a wunl of great con ton pi 
and mdignjtj to the profession ol a Souldier ; we order such . one to 
)•.. mj.d,' :.:M io a gunn and there \n rereivi im Ih-wes, with a small 
ivMan <vi rone, well layd (ill by an * ffih-er "i <, if licr « y him lie gave the 
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Twenty blowes; and if the Officer shall connive at, or not throughly 
execute the said punishment upon such an Offender, he shall have a 
whole month’s wages deducted of his accompt for each time lie so 
neglected this order, and for not executing the said penalty for such an 
offence. Nor shall any Officer for any offence, give any Souldier more 
than four or live strokes for the present; which if will not suffice, lie 
is to be disarmed and committed to abide such due chastisement as the 
Chief officer, with the advice of the other Officers in due examination, 
shall see cause. 

16. That the Governour be acquainted with the offence for which the 
punishment of the horse and such like graver punishments are ap¬ 
pointed, before they are put in execution. 

17. Whosoever of the Company’s Servants or Souldiers shall be' 
absent from prayers on the Sabbath day, or on the morning on Wens- 
dny, when not employed upon duty, shall for every such default on the 
Company's servant’s part, forfeite h&lfe a ryall of eight; and on the 
Souldiers part, to stand halfe a dayes ccntinell in armes, according to 
former customes. 

18. No person out of the Hon’ble Company’s pay, to keep hou\c of 
entertainment, nor any unmarryed persons. None to be permitted to 
stay in any entertaining houses after the eight of clocks bell in tho 
evening, Lodgers excepted. 

Iff No entertainment on the Lord’s day, to any but their owne 
dyeters. No gaming at cards or dice allowable in any entertaining 
house. 

20. No one person to be allowed above half a pinto of rack or brandy, 
one quarto of wine ; and a greater number pro rata. Penalty upon the 
house-keeper, one pagoda; upon the guests, twi lve fnnnams eabh. 

21 . It is ordered and appointed, that, all the fines or penaltvs that 
ar<- imposed and shall be received for all tho Offences afor &hall 
b« i kept in a box appointed for the purpose, for the uso of the Peer . 
ehioHy English, to be distributed according as the Governour and 
Lounoell shall direct 

22 . If any souldier or souldiers in this our Garrison shall, either in 
their drinko or otherwise, offer any offence to any of the Natives v 
Tow no inhahitam e, cither by striking, lighting, rjuarreling. or dnuvii ; 
ot Hworder, or the like unseemly misbehaviour towards any of the

23, Whosoever shall take any thing perforce from any markit folke, 
pretending to have it at what price they please, shall pay double the 
valfue.

Disorders) to be observed by all Persons in the Civill imploymentH in 
the said Hotdble Company's Service. 

f orasmuch as by Persons ot all ] vofes^i- n.v the Name of God ought 
, to be hallowed, his service attended upon, and His 
bv au por»«onfl in tiw blessing upon men s endeavours sought by daily 
Cjviii impl } mente. prayers. as Uie qusllify therefore of our place and 
iiiiploynmnt require % and hi discharge of our duty both to Cod and 
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First we doe Chris tianly admonish every one imployed in the 
service oi the Hon ble English East India Company, to abandon lying, 
swearing, curseing, drunkenness, uncleanness, prophanation of the 
Lord s-day, and all other siufull practices, and not to be out of tho 
fort or from their houses or lodgings late at night, nor absent from or 
neglect morning and evening Prayer, or doe any other thing to the

30. That these articles may be the better observed, and thereby 
the Garrison and Government preserved in due order, the Governour 
and Councell having other weighty affairs to attend, have thought fitt 
and doe hereby order and apoint that there shall be a Councell of three 
or more of the Commission officers who shall sitt in some roome in the 
Tort every Tuesday at eight of the clock iu the forenoone and oftener 
as occasions require, and such Commission officers not under the number 
of three, all being duely summoned by the Provost Marshall or one for 
him. are hereby authorized and apointed to take cognizance of, and 
examine offenders against these orders, and to award the punisbmeuts

and customary, and as to them shall seem meet, but this Councell 


of officers shall not take cognizance of any action of debt or demand 
relating to the Civill government, except any persons by consent of 
party:-. »lmll refer any such ease to their arbitrament. 

32. AH offences of a high nature and especially being committed by

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^forfeit one month’s pay for the use of the poore for every such offence 
and be further punisht as the circumstances and quality of the offence 
shall deserve ; and if the Marshall upon needful occasion shall require 
any officer to send a guard for hi^ assistance, and the officer re fuseth soe 
to doe, the Marshall hath pow^r to command the soldiers from the officer, 
and if any soldier refuseth to obey such command of the Marshall, the 
officer and the soldiers shall both be punisht as aforesaid. 

36. The Provost Marshall hath authority of himselfe to take any 
person that shall offend against these orders and committ him to prison 
or put him in irons, and then forthwith he shall acquaint the Governour 
of the whole fact, and from him receive orders to present the tryall of 
the offender either by the Governour and Councell, or by the Justices 
of the Choultry, or by the Councell of Officers ; but if the Marshall 
shall commit any person upon his own head that is noe offender, for 
the advantage of his fees only, which is a day’s pay of the person 
committed, he shall oe fined for the same as the Governour and Coun¬ 
cell shall a point. 

37. The Marshall is to give notice to the Governour and Councell, to 
the Justice or Justices of the Choultry, and to the Commission Officers 
upon every Councell and Court day, of all persons that are under his 
cus> d' \ and have not received sentence, that the case maybe examined 
without delay; and he is also to acquaint the Governour with the 
orders that he shall receive from the Justice or Justices of the Choultry,

Government dediin to mollify their suspension 'of him from otiice, 2i>tb Kor ‘ 
without further orders from home. 
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“ Chinna Vencatadry, one of the brothers of Timona deceased, 

exacting customs from the Shop-keepers and Fishermen, is called 
before Councell, and confined to the Fort till further orders. He is also 
removed from the command of the Company’s Peons, as being not a fit 
or safe person for it, (being one of Verona’s partners) and fined 100 
Pagodas for exacting from the people. 

The future collection at the Choultry or in any other public manner, 
of the custom received by Pedda Vencatadry from the Gentues for 
maintenance of the right hand dancing wenches, is prohibited. 

The Councel grant Chinna Vencatadry s release and remit the fine, 
at intercession of Verona and P. Vencatadry, but confirm his discharge 
from the Company’s service. 

Orders published that none do receive customs but such as are 
allowed by Governor and Councel, and none to administer justice, but 
the public Justice or Justices of the Choultry. Offenders to be severely 
punished. 

Mr. Mainwaring’s letter recorded. 

On Mr. Mainwaring’s demand, orders sent to the Chief and Councel 
at Masulipatam, to provide him with a passage to England, and to allow 
him to peruse and take copies of such of the books and papers as he 
rnay wish. Copy of the charges against him and examinations taken 
in February last, are furnished him. 

His letter recorded. He returns to Masulipatam, but before going, 
tells Verona, that if he i not settled in his place, he will go home, and 
cause great troubles to the Agent and Councel, and to the merchants 
about the prices of cloth. 


Ciissa Voroi a having voluntarily offered to pay to the Company in 
future, one-half of the rates that otlin pay for import and export cus¬ 
toms, the other half being continued to him free, according to ancient 
custom, and by virtue of the Nabob Neeknaru Chaune’s cowle, provided 
that no demand is made for past years, nor his claim against the Com¬ 
pany for a certain surn of Pagodas 9,000 prejudiced, nor any customs 
more than formerly demanded, his offer is formally accepted with its 
conditions. 

Orders sent to Mosulipatam to seize and send here certain English 
freemen there, who have applied to tlx. Governor of that place for his 
protection *n their trade, offering to pay him the same rate of customs 
as the Portuguese did, thereby endangering the Honorable Company’s 
trade, which is free* of all customs in those parity 



<rr^}^iuTangcment regarding payment of customs by Verona concluded, 
after a slight disagreement; and a present made to him, and salute 
fired in his honor. 

Certain persons at Masulipatam desiring passes as inhabitants of 
Madras, to be informed that they and their families must come to 
Madras to obtain their desire. 

Report that the King has left Golcondah for Masulipatam, and that 
Sevajee has ordered his chief men at Chengy to take fit opportunity to 
plunder this place, Policat, and Sadra spa tain. 


Our Brahminy Kgyb at Golcondah to be instructed to present 
Pagodas 100, or the value thereof to Madana and Ankana, the King’s 
principal Ministers of State, on their daughters weddings, to preserve 
their favor to the Honorable Company. 

According to custom, 2 garces of paddy given to the “French 
Padrys” for the distribution among the poor Christians at Christmas. 

A Clerke of the markott appointed. 

The authorities at Masulipatam are empowered to grant passes to 
Ships from that port. 

Nine boys that repeated the Catechism by-heart in the Chapel on 
the Lord’s day, to have 2 rupees each for their encouragement, accord¬ 
ing to the Honorable Company’s order. 

Swords (rapier blades) and belts to be distributed among the soldiers, 
the price at Pagodas 1, to be recovered from their pay. 

Nabob Mahomed Ibraim wishing to raise the rent of St. Thoma on 
Verona, above the Pagodas 1,300 he now pays, Verona sends his phir- 
maunds guaranteeing it to him at that rent for “ so long as the sun and 
moon endures,” and insists on that right and the expences he has 
incurred to build houses, and draw together inhabitants. Moreover, 
“ knowing money goes further than any right or argument,” sends a 
bribe of Pagodas 500 to the chief Braminy. 


News that Mr. Vincent at Dacca lias after two months’ negotiation 
obtained from the Prince Sultan Auzum (now the Mogul’s second son), 
^ho was sent to govern the kingdom of Bengali, his “No.slpn, or
